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MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  (now  in  the  forty- 
eighth  year  of  its  existence),  will  begin  on  Monday,  October,  17th,  1881,  and  end  on 
Saturday,  March  25th,  1882."  The  first  four  weeks  of  the  term  will  be  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  in  the  wards  and 
amphitheatre  of  the  Charity  Hospital ;  Practical  Clietnntry  ia  the  Chemical  Labora- 
tory, under  the  direction  of  the  Professor;  and  Practical  Anatomy  in  the  spacious 
and  well-ventilated  Anatomical  Rooms  of  the  University. 

The  peculiar  feature  of  the  sihool  is  its  unequalled  hospital  advantages,  and  it 
is  to  this  that  the  faculty  would  direct  the  attention  of  graduates  of  other  schools 
as  well  as  students  of  medicine  and  surgery. 


^  Clinical  Instruction  at  the  Charity  Hospital, 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  without  abundant  anatomical  and  clinical  ma- 
terial no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent  it  professors,  can  possibly 
fit  its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  state  that  it  is 
only  in  large  cities  that  such  advantages  can  be  procured;  butj|it  is  of  paramount 
importance  that  the  opportunities  there  afforded  shall  be  properly  utilized  ;  that  the 
students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  to  examine  patients 
for  themselves,  to  keep  records  of  cases,  to  note  daily  changes  which  may  occur,  and 
thus  to  acquaint  themselves  by  personal  observation  with  the  progress  and  termina- 
tion of  diseases  and  accidents.)/  The  mere  introduction  of  a  patient  into  an  amphi- 
theatre, and  the  dicussions  of  his  case  by  the  professor  in  the  presence  of  a  large  , 
class,  is  no  substitute  for  bed-siJe  instruction,  such  as  is  offered  by  the  great  Charity 
Hospital  of  New  Orleans ;  and  no  reduction  of  lecture  fees,  not  even  their  entire 
abolition,  can  possibly  compensate  for  the  lack  of  such  opportunities.    The  free  use 
of  the  wards  of  this  noble  institution,  with  its  seven  hundred  beds,  and  an  annual  ad- 
mission of  more  than  six  thousand  patients,  has  been  given  by  Aots  of  the  Legislature 
to  the  professors  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Louisiana  for  the 
practical  instruction  of  its  students,  not  only  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  but  also  in 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.    We  venture  nothing,  therefore,  in  the  statement  that 
the  facilities  here  afforded  for  genuine  clinical  teaching  are  unsurpassed  by  any 
medical  college  in  the  United  States. 

All  the  professors  are  Attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the  hospital,  and  visit 
their  wards  daily,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  accompanied  by  the  stu- 
dents, who  are  thus  brought  into  immediate  contact  with  the  sick  and  wounded,  and 
are  taught,  practically,  auscultation  and  percussion,  analysis  of  urine,  the  applica- 
tion of  dressings,  etc.,  etc.  Following  the  bedside  demonstrations,  surgical  opera- 
tions are  performed,  and  lectures  upon  selected  cases  are  delivered,  in  the  amphi- 
theatre of  the  hospital. 

*The  attempt  to  prejudice  students  against  New  Orleans  by  the  publication  of  unfavorable  state- 
ments concerning  the  health  of  the  city,  is  unworthy  of  notice,'  except  to  inform  any  who  maybe 
ignorant  of  the  fact  that  only  two  epidemics  of  Yellow  Fever  have  occurred  here  in  twenty  years. 
During  the  forty-seven  years  of  the  existence  of  tbn  institution,  no  student  has  died  from  this  cause 
during  lecture  term.  Indeed,  we  think  it  may  be  shown  that  tb.3  mortality  among  the  students  of  the 
University,  from  all  causes  combined,  is  less  thin  that  iu  any  other  Medical  College  in  the  United 
States.  In  proof  of  this,  we  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  fact  tha*-,  only  a  single  death  has  taken 
place  during  term,  since  1872. 
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Speoial  Instruction  is  given  to  the  candidates  for  graduation,  who  are,  for  this 
purpose,  divided  into  classes,  assigned  to  the  respective  professors  in  oha~ge  of  the 
wards  in  the  hospital,  and  required  to  keep  reoords  of  patients  under  their  care. 
The  classes  thus  formed  interchange  oourses,  so  as  to  enaable  the  candidates  to  enjoy 
rqual  advantages.  Thoroughly  competent  Chiefs  of  Clinic  will  aid  the  Clinical 
Teachers  in  developing  to  Its  full  extent  this  system  of  instruction.  Students  who 
are  not  candidates  for  graduation  make  the  daily  hospital  rounds  with  any  of  the 
clinical  teachers.  The  following  professors  and  their  respective  Chief*  of  Clinic 
will  be  on  duty  the  ensuing  session  :

The  regular  lectures  at  the  Hospital  on  Clinical  Medicine  by  Professors  Bemiss, 
Jones  and  Elliott ;  on  Surgery  by  Professors  Richardson  and  Logan  ;  on  Obstetrics 
and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children  by  Professor  Lewis  ;  and  on  Pathological 
Anatomy,  by  Professor  Chaill6,  will  be  delivered  in  the  amphitheatre  on  Moalay, 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Unusual  opportunities  are  afforded  for  the  study  of  Physical  Diagnosis,  Practi- 
cal Surgery  and  Gynecology. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class  by  the  Professor, 
of  Pathological  Anatomy. 

Dr.  Edward  Harrison  is  in  charge  of  the  eye  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  is  thus 
enabled  to  exhibit  and  explain  at  the  bedside,  as  well  as  in  the  amphitheatre,  a  great 
number  of  cases  of  ophthalmic  diseases.  This  instruction  is  considered  by  the  Fa- 
culty as  a  part  of  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  school. 


Didactic  Lectures. 

Systematic  didactic  instruction  in  the  various  branches  will  be  given  daily,  im- 
mediately after  the  hospital  clinios,  in  the  central  building  of  the  University,  situ- 
ated on  Common  street,  between  Baronne  and  Dryades  streets.  The  means  for  illus- 
trating this  course  consist  of  models  in  wood,  wax,  plaster  and  papier  mache' oi  rare 
and  beautiful  workmanship,  executed  in  London,  Paris  and  Florence,  expressly  for 
the  University  ;  a  complete  series  of  specimens  in  materia  medica;  surgical  and  ob- 
stretical  instruments  and  appliances ;  a  large  collection  of  natural  anatomical  pre- 
parations ;  specimens  in  morbid  anatomy;  and  an  entire  set  of  chemical  and  philo- 
sophical apparatus. 

The  Museum  comprising  these  collections  has  recently  been  re-arranged  and 
classified,  and  is  accessible  to  students  and  visitors,  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

The  Faculty  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  subject  of  Hygiene  has 
been  added  to  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  school.  One  lecture  a  week  will  be  de- 
livered upon  this  important  topic  by  Professor  John  B.  Elliott,  M.  D.,  whose  chair 
will  be  accordingly  designated  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Hygiene.  This 
course  will  be  considered  obligatory  upon  students. 
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Requisites  for  Graduation, 

I. — The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

II.— He  must  present  a  certificate  of  having  studied  medicine  for  at  least  three 
years,  under  the  directiou  of  a  regular  graduate  or  practitioner  of  medicine 
of  good  standing. 

III. — He  must  have  attended  two  complete  courses  of  lectures  and  dissections  in  a 
generally  recoguiz3d  medical  college,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this 
institution. 

IV.  — He  must  write  a  Thesis  on  a  medical  subject,  and  present  it  to  the  Dean  one 

month  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

V.  — He  miirtt  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Faculty. 

VI. — He  must  have  paid  in  full  all  college  dues,  including  the  graduation  fee. 

(Students  who  intend  to  present  themselves  for  examination  are  advised  to  write 
their  theses  during  the  summer  vacation.)

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  fees  of  the  Department  remain  the  same  a9  those  of 
the  leading  medical  schools  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Considering  the  unusual 
opportunities  offered  for  practical  instruction,  and  the  pains-taking  care  and  labor 
bestowed  upon  the  pupils,  the  charges  are  reasonably  low  ;  and  the  Faculty  therefore 
appeal  to  their  professional  brethren  throughout  the  South  and  West  to  continue 
their  support  to  an  institution  which  does  not  seek  to  increase  the  size  of  its  classes 
by  pecuniary  rivalry,  but  by  offering  a  full  equivalent  for  its  charges. 

Graduates  of  other  respectable  schools  are  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Department,  upon  payment  of  the  matriculation  and  half-lecture  fees.  They  cannot 
however,  obtain  the  diploma  of  the  University,  without  passing  the  regular  exami- 
nation and  paying  the  usual  graduation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of 
which  was  in  this  institution,  are  entitled  to  attend  a  third  or  fourth  course  without 
charge;  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Faculty  that  they  should  avail  themselves 
of  this  privilege  before  applying  for  graduation.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state 
that  many  members  of  the  last  c^ass  had  followed  this  advice,  and  their  high 
standing  at  the  fiual  examinations  more  than  compensated  them  for  their  extra 
attendance. 

As  a  still  farther  inducement  the  Faculty  will  hereafter  permit  students  who 
have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  shall  have 
been  in  this  institution,  examinations  upon  one  or  more  of  the  elementary  branches, 
namely,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica, 
Therapeutics  and  Hygiene.  These  examinations,  if  successful,  will  not  be  repeated, 
but  if  the  applicant  should  fail  upon  one  or  more  of  them,  he  will  be  granted  a  sec- 
ond trial  upon  these  when  he  shall  present  himself  for  final  examination,  at  the 
olose  of  the  succeeding  term. 
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Instruction  in  Pharmacy, 

The  Faculty  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  institution  is  also  authorized  to 
grant  diplomas  in  Pharmacy.  Students  in  this  Department  attend  the  lectures  upon 
Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry,  and  receive  practical  instruction  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory.  Attendance  upon  two  such  courses  entitles  them  to  appear  as  candi 
dates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Pharmacy,  which  is  publicly  conferred  at  the 
Annual  Commencement  by  the  President  of  the  University,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Faculty. 

The  fees  for  the  lectures  are  forty  dollars  per  session,  and  for  graduation  twenty 
dollars;  but  as  the  course  is  included  ia  that  <>f  Medicine,  students  who  graduate  in 
the  latter  aud  wish  also  to  take  the  degree  in  Pharmacy,  pay  in  addition  only  the 
diploma  fee.

The  Constitution  of  Louisiana  of  1845,  contained  the  provision  :  "AnUnrver- 
"  sity  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  It  shall  be  composed  of  four 
"  faculties,  to-wit  :  one  of  Law,  one  of  Medicine,  one  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  and 
11  one  of  Letters." 

The  Legislature  in  1817  passed  "  Au  Act  to  establish  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
the  University  of  Louisiana."  The  Act  has  since  been  amended.  The  University  is- 
placed  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Administrators.  The  Governor  of  the  State,, 
the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
are  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board.  The  other  members  are  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

By  the  Constitutions  of  1832,  1831,  aad  1833  and  the  new  Constitution  of  1879, 
the  University  is  formally  recognized  and  maintained. 

The  Law  Department  was  organized  in  1847.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
granted  by  the  Uaiversity  authorizes  the  person  on  whom  it  is  conferred  to  practice 
law  in  this  State.  The  graduates  of  the  s3ho  )1  constitute  a  large  number  of  the 
most  respectable  practitioners  of  law  in  Louisiana. 

The  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  will  commence  on  Monday, 
November  14th,  1881,  and  terminate  in  the  ensuing  month  of  May. 

The  great  fountain  of  the  jurisprud3nc3  of  Louisiana  is  thi  R>man  Civil  Law. 
While  it  is  necessary  to  study  here,  as  in  other  States  of  the  Union,  the  Law  of 
Nature  and  of  Nations ;  Admiralty  and  Maritime  Law;  the  Common  Law  ;  Equity 
and  Constitutional  Law  ;  it  becomes  absolutely  requisite  to  add  to  these,  the  study 
of  the  Civil  Law— from  which  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Louisiana  are  mainly 
borrowed . 

Besides,  the  jurisprudence  arising  from  the  conflict  of  the  laws  of  different 
States  and  Nations  in  their  actual  application  to  modern  commerce  and  intercourse, 
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is  here  practically  taught  by  cises  daily  arming  in  the  common  business  of  private 
persona. 

The  Supreme  Court,  the  various  Courts  of  the  State,  the  Circuit  Court  and  the 
District  Courts  of  the  United  States,  hold  their  sessions  in  New  Orleans  daring  the 
whole  period  of  the  course  of  lectures  of  this  Department  of  the  University.  Thus 
from  the  actual  administration  of  justice  in  these  Courts,  from  the  discussions  at  the 
bar,  and  the  opinions  of  learned  Judges— as  well  as  from  the  lectures  of  the  Profes- 
sors of  the  Law  Department  of  the  University,  students  have  an  opportunity  of 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  theory  of  foreign  laws,  as  well  as  of  our  own  law,  and 
of  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  practice  of  the  State  and  Federal  Courts. 

The  Library  of  the  State  hu  been  suitably  arranged  over  the  lecture  room  in 
the  wing  of  the  University  building  devoted  to  the  Department  of  Law,  corner  of 
•Common  and  Dry ades  streets.  The  Library  consists  of  some  twenty-six  thousand 
volumes,  and  includes  a  highly  valuable  collection  of  foreiga  and  American  legal 
works,  and  of  Law  Reports.  During  term  time  it  is  open  daily  from  9  A.  M.,  until 
•3  P.,  and  from  4  P.  M.,  until  6  P.  M.  The  use  of  the  books  is  secured  to  students, 
free  of  charge,  under  the  regulations  established  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Instruction  will  be  given  at  the  school  daily  during  term  time  by  Lectures  and 
Expositions,  and  Examinations  in  connection  with  them.  Lectures  will  be  delivered 
by  the  four  professors. 

Students  who  desire  further  information  will  address  the  Dean,

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The  Academical  Department  of  the  University  of  Louisiana  closes  a  third  ses- 
sion with  a  record  of  work  well  done  in  the  past  and  a  promise  of  liberal  patronage 
in  the  future. 

In  this  Department,  there  is  no  curriculum  or  prescribed  course  of  study.  The 
parent  or  guardian  must  choose,  with  the  advice  of  the  Faculty,  the  branches  to  he 
pursued  by  the  student. 

The  schools  at  present  organized  are  :  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  (pura  and  ap- 
plied), English  Language,  English  History  aud  Literature,  Physios,  including  As- 
tronomy, General,  Industrial,  and  Analytical  Chemistry,  French  and  Q  -i  man. 

A  Diploma  is  given  on  each  school  when  the  course  taught  in  that  school  is 
complet<  d. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Literature,  Bachelor  of  Science  and 
Master  of  Arts,  are  conferred  on  students  who  obtain  diplomas  in  specified  groups  of 
schools. 

The  instruction  is  thorough— the  object  heiug  to  give  the  student  a  good  knowl- 
edge of  a  few  subjects,  rather  than  a  superficial  idea  of  many.  To  prevent  idleness, 
the  number  of  schools  attended  must  be  at  least  three;  to  prevent  superficial  work, 
it  is  better  that  the  number  should  not  be  greater  thau  four. 

When  the  Academical  Department  was  organized,  it  was  evident  to  the  adminis- 
trators that  they  had  to  choose  between  two  alternatives  :  either  to  lower  the  stand- 
ard of  the  Academical  Department,  or  to  organize  a  High  School  preparatory  to  it. 
They  have  chosen  the  latter  course,  and  this  High  School  has  been  in  successful  oper- 
ation for  two  sessions.  Ia  it  boys  will  be  thoroughly  prepared  for  the  classes  in  the 
Academical  Department  proper. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  two  hundred  and  seventy -five  students  have  been 
in  attendance  on  the  courses  of  instruction  of  the  Academical  Department  and  High 
School.

The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  (now  in  the  forty- 
ninth  year  of  its  existence),  will  begin  on  Monday,  October  16th,  1882,  and  e.id  on 
Saturday,  March  24th,  1883.  *  Tho  first  four  weeks  of  the  term  will  be  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  in  the  wards  and 
amphitheatre  of  the  Charity  Hospital ;  Practical  Chemistry  in  the  Chemical  Labo- 
ratory, under  the  direction  of  the  Professor ;  and  Practical  Anatomy  in  the  spacious 
and  well-ventilated  Anatomical  Rooms  of  the  University. 

The  peculiar  feature  of  the  school  is  its  unequalled  hospital  advantages,  and 
it  is  to  this  that  the  faculty  would  direct  the  attention  of  graduates  of  other  schools 
as  well  as  students  of  medicine  and  surgery. 


Clinical  Instruction  at  the  Charity  Hospital. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  without  abundant  anatomical  and  clinical  ma- 
terial no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent  its  professors,  can  possibly  fit 
its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life.  Ifc  is  scarcely  necessary  to  statf*  that  it  is 
only  in  large  cities  that  such  advantages  can  be  procured;  bat  it  is  of  paramount 
importance  that  the  opportunities  there  afforded  should  be  properly  utilized  ;  that 
the  students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  to  examine  pa- 
tients for  themselves,  to  keep  records  of  cases,  to  note  daily  chau^es  which  may 
occur,  and  thus  to  acquaint  themselves  by  personal  observation  with  the  progress 
and  termination  of  diseases  and  accidents.  The  mere  introduction  of  a  patient  into 
an  amphitheatre,  and  the  discussion  of  his  case  by  the  professor  in  the  presence  of 
a  large  class,  is  no  substitute  for  bed-side  instruction,  such  as  is  offered  by  the  great 
Charity  Hospital  of  New  Orle  ms:  and  no  reduction  of  lecture  fees,  not  even  their 
entire  abolition,  can  possibly  compensate  for  the  lack  of  su  ;  i  opoortunities.  The 
free  use  of  the  wards  of  this  noble  institution,  wir.h  its  seoea  hundred  beds,  and  an  an- 
nual admission  of  more  than  six  thousand  patients,  has  been  ^iven  by  Acts  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  the  professors  of  the  Medical  Department  of  Che  University  of  Louisianafor 
the  practical  instruction  of  itsstudents,  not  only  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  but  also 
in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  We  venture  nothing,  therefore,  in  stating  that 
tho  facilities  here  afforded  for  genuine  clinical  teaching  are  unsurpassed  by  any 
medical  college  in  the  United  States;  and  tho  yearly  increasing  siza  of  the  classes 
encourages  the  belief  that  they  are  somewhat  appreciated. 

All  the  professors  are  Attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the  hospital,  aud  visit 
their  wards  daily,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  10  o'clock.  A.  M.,  accompanied  by  the 
students,  who  are  thus  brono-i>*  —  -"mediate  contact  with  the  nick  and  wounded, 
— te"->  identically,  auscultation  and  percussion,  analysis  of  urine,  the  ap- 
plication of  dressings,  etc.,  etc.  Following  the  bedside  demonstrations,  surgical  op- 
erations are  performed,  and  lectures  upon  selected  cases  are  delivered  in  the  am- 
phitheatre of  the  hospital. 

*  The  attempt  to  prejudice  students  against  New  Orleans  by  the  publication  of  unfavorable  state- 
ments concerning  the  health  of  the  city  is  unworthy  of  notice,  except  to  inform  any  who  may  be  ig- 
norant of  the  fact  that  only  two  epidemics  of  Yellow  Fever  have  occurred  here  in  twenty  years 
JLHtring  the  torty-eight  years  of  the  existence  of  the  institution,  no  student  has  died  from  this  cause 
during  lecture  term-  Indeed,  we  think  it  may  be  shown  that  the  mortality  among  the  students  of 
tne  University,  from  all  causes  combined,  is  less  thau  that  in  any  other  Medical  College  in  the  United 
estates.  In  proof  ot  this,  we  take  pleasure  m  referring  to  the  fact  that  only  a  single  death  has  taken 
place  during  term  since  1872.

Bpeoial  instruction  is  given  to  the  candidates  foe  graduation,  who  are,  for  thin 
purpose,  divided  into  classes,  assigned  to  the  respective  professors  in  charge  of  the 
wards  in  the  hospital,  and  required  to  keep  records  of  cases  under  their  care. 
The  olasses  thns  formed, interchange  courses,  so  as  to  enable  the  candidates  to  enjoy 
equal  advantages.  Thorough!)  competent  Chiefs  of  Clinic  awl  the  Clinical 
Teachers  in  developing  to  its  full  extent  this  system  of  instruction.  Students  who 
are  no!  candidates  for  graduation  make  the  daily  hospital  rjunds  with  any  of  the 
clinical  teachers.  Thn  following  professors  and  their  respective  Chiefs  of  Clinic 
will  be  on  duty  the  ensuing  session  :

The  regular  lectures  at  the  Hospital,  on  Clinical  Medicine  by  Profes- 
sors Bemiss,  Jones  aud  Elliott ;  on  Surgery,  by  Professors  Richardson  and  Logan; 
on  Obstetrics  aud  Diseases  of  Women  aud  Children,  by  Professor  Lewis;  and  on 
Pathological  Anatomy,  by  Professor  ChaiUe*,  will  be  delivered  in  the  amphitheatre, 
daily,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Unusual  opportunities  are  afforded  for  the  study  of  Physical  Diagnosis,  Practi- 
cal Surgery  and  Gynecology. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class  by  the  Profes- 
sor of  Pathological  Anatomy. 

Dr.  Edward  Harrison  is  in  charge  of  The  eye  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  is  thus 
enabled  to  exhibit  and  explain  at  the  bedside,  as  well  as  in  the  amphitheatre,  a 
great  number  of  cases  of  ophthalmic  diseases.  This  instruction  is  considered  by  the 
Faculty  as  a  part  of  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  school. 


Didactic  Lectures. 

Systematic  didactic  instruction  in  the  various  bra  tches  will  be  given  daily,  im- 
mediately after  the  Hospital  clinics,  in  the  central  building  of  the  University,  situ- 
uated  on  Common  street,  between  Baronne  and  Dryades  streets.  The  means  for  il- 
lustrating this  course  consist  of  models  in  wood,  wax,  plaster  aud  papier  mache  of 
rare  aud  beautiful  workmanship,  executed  in  London,  Paris  and  Florence,  expressly 
for  the  University  ;  a  complete  series  of  specimens  in  materia  medica  ;  surgical  and 
obstetrical  instruments  dnd  appliances ;  a  large  collection  of  natural  anatomical 
preparations;  specim  ens  iu  morbid  au&totny  :  and  an  entire  set  of  chemical  and 
philosophical  apparatus. 

The  Museum  comprising  these  collections  is  accessible  to  students  and  visit- 
ors at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

The  Faculty  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  subject  of  Hygiene  has 
been  added  to  the  regular  curriculum  f  rhe  school.  One  lecture  a  week 
will  be  delivered  upon  this  importaut  topic  by  Professor  John  B.  Elliott,  M.  D., 
whose  chair  has  been  accordingly  designated  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and 
Hygiene.    This  course  is  obligatory  upon  students. 
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Requisites  for  Graduation. 

I. — The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  audhave  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

11. — He  must  present  a  certificate  of  having  studied  medicine  for  at  least  three 
years  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  graduate  or  practitioner  of  medicine  of 
good  standing. 

III.  — He  must  have  attended  two  complete  courses  of  lectures  and  dissections  in  a 

generally  recognized  medical  college,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this 
institution. 

IV.  — He  must  write  a  Thesis  on  a  medical  subject,  and  present  it  to  the  Dean  one 

month  before  the  close  of  the  session. 
V.— He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Faculty. 

YI. — He  must  have  paid  in  full  all  college  dues,  including  the  graduation  fee. 

(Students  who  intend  to  present  themselves  for  examination  are  advised  to  write 
their  theses  during  the  summer  vacation).

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  fees  of  the  Department  remain  the  same  as  those  of 
the  leading  medical  schools  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Considering  the  unusual 
opportunities  offered  for  practical  instruction,  and  the  constant  care  and  labor 
bestowed  upon  the  pupils,  the  charges  are  reasonably  low  :  and  the  Faculty  there- 
fore appeal  to  their  professional  brethren  throughout  the  South  and  West  to  continue 
their  support  to  an  institution  which  does  not  seek  to  increase  the  size  of  its  classes 
by  pecuniary  rivalry,  but  by  offering  a  full  equivalent  for  its  charges. 

Graduates  of  other  respectable  schools  are  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Department  upon  payment  of  the  matriculation  and  half-lecture  fees.  They^can- 
not,  however,  obtain  the  diploma  of  the  University  without  passing  the  regular 
examination,  and  paying  the  usual  graduation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last 
of  which  was  in  this  institution,  are  entitled  to  attend  thereafter  without  charge ; 
and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Faculty  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  this 
privilege,  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one  additional  course,  before  applying  for  gra- 
duation. It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  many  members  of  the  last  class 
followed  this  advice,  and  their  high  standing  at  the  final  examinations  more  than 
compensated  them  for  their  extra  attendance. 

As  a  still  further  inducement,  the  Faculty  will  hereafter  permit  students  who 
have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  shall  have 
been  in  this  institution,  examinations  upon  one  or  more  of  the  elementary  branches, 
namely,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Hygiene.  These  examinations,  if  successful,  will  not  be 
repeated,  but  if  the  applicant  should  fail  upon  one  or  more  of  them,  he  will  be 
granted  a  second  trial  upon  these  when  he  shall  present  himself  for  final  exnmina- 
tion  at  the  close  of  the  succeeding  term. 
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Instruction  in  Pharmacy. 

The  Faculty  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  institution  is  also  authorized  to 
grant  diplomas  in  Pharmacy.  Students  in  this  Department  attend  the  Lectures  upon 
Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry,  and  receive  practical  ins  traction  in  the  Chemicai 
Laboratory.  Attendance  upon  t  wo  such  courses  entitles  them  to  appear  as  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Pharmacy,  which  is  publicly  conferred  at  the  An- 
nual Commencement  by  the  President  of  the  University,  upon  those  who  pass  the 
examinations. 

The  fees  for  the  lectures  are  forty  dollars  per  session,  and  for  graduation  twenty- 
dollars  ;  but  as  the  course  is  included  in  that  of  Medicine,  students  who  graduate  in 
the  latter  and  wish  to  take  the  degree  in  Pharmacy  also,  pay  iu  addition  only  the 
diploma  fee.

The  Constitution  of  Louisiana  of  IS45,  contained  the  provision:  "An  Univer- 
41  sity  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  It  shall  be  composed  of  four 
"  faculties,  to  wit:  one  of  Law,  one  of  Medicine,  one  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  and 
"  one  of  Letters." 

The  Legislature  in  1847  passed  "An  Act  to  establish  in  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans, the  University  of  Louisiana"  The  Act  has  since  been  amended.  The  Uni- 
versity is  placed  under  the  control  of  eleven  Administrators.  The  Governor  of  the 
State,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  are  ex-officio  Administrators.  Other  Administrators  are  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

By  the  Constitutions  of  1852,  1864  and  1868  and  the  new  Constitution  of  1879, 
the  University  is  formally  recognized  and  maintained. 

The  Law  Department  was  organized  in  1847.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
granted  by  the  University  authorizes  the  person  upon  whom  it  is  conferred  to  practice 
law  in  this  State.  The  graduates  of  the  school  constitute  a  large  number  of  the 
most  respectable  practitioners  of  law  hi  Louisiana. 

The  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  will  commence  on  Wednes- 
day, November  15,  1882,  and  terminate  in  the  e  lsuing  month  of  May. 

The  great  fountain  of  the  jurisprudence  of  Louisiana  is  the  Roman  Civil  Law. 
While  it  is  necessary  to  study  here,  as  in  other  States  of  the  Union,  the  Law  of 
Nature  and  of  Nations;  Admiralty  and  Maritime  Law;  the  Common  Law  ;  Equity 
and  Constitutional  Law  ;  it  becomes  abs  dutely  requisite  to  add  to  these,  the  study 
of  the  Civil  Law — from  which  the  provisions  of  the  Cjde  of  Louisiana  are  mainly 
borrowed. 

Besdes,  the  jurisprudence  arising  from  the  conflict  of  the  laws  of  different 
States  and  Nations  in  their  actual  application  t)  modern  commerce  and  intercourse, 
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is  here  practically  taught  by  cases  daily  arising  in  the  common  business  of  private 
persons. 

The  Supreme  Court,  the  various  Courts  of  the  State,  the  Circuit  Court  ami  the 
District  Courts  of  the  United  States,  hold  their  sessions  in  New  Orleans  daring  the 
whole  period  of  the  course  of  lectures  of  this  Department  of  the  University.  Thus 
from  the  aotnal  administration  of  justice  in  these  Courts,  from  the  discussions  at  the 
bar,  and  the  opinions  of  learned  Judges— as  well  as  from  the  lectures  of  the  PrOfes" 
sors  of  the  Law  Department  of  tho  University,  students  have  an  opportunity  of 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  theory  of  foreign  laws,  as  well  as  of  our  own  law,  and 
of  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  practice  of  the  State  and  Federal  Court  s. 

The  Library  of  the  State  has  been  suitably  arranged  over  the  lecture  room  in 
the  wiug  of  the  University  building  devoted  to  the  Department  of  Law,  corner  of 
Common  and  Dryades  streets.  The  Library  consists  ot  some  twenty-six  thousand 
volumes,  and  includes  a  highly  valuable  collection  of  foreign  and  American  legal 
works,  and  of  Law  Reports.  During  term  time  it  is  open  daily  from  9  A  M.,  until 
3  P.  M.,  aud  from  4  P.  M.,  until  6  P.  M.  The  use  of  the  books  is  secured  t  >  students 
free  of  charge,  under  the  regulations  established  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Instruction  will  be  given  at  the  school  daily  during  term  time  by  Lectures  and 
Expositions,  and  Examinations  in  connection  with  them.  Lectures  will  be  delivered 
by  the  four  professors.

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The  Academical  Department  of  the  University  of  Louisiana  closes  *  fourth  nes- 
sion  with  a  record  of  work  well  done  in  the  past  and  a  promise  of  Liberal  patronage 
in  the  future.  To  supply  the  space  necessary  to  the  rapidly  growing  needs  of  the 
Academical  Department,  the  building  formerly  known  as  the  Mechanic*'  Inst  it  ute, 
adjoining  the  other  University  bniltlings,  has  heeu  purchased. 

In  the  Academical  Department  there  is  no  curriculum  or  prescribed  course  of 
study.  The  parent  or  guardian  must  choose,  with  the  advice  of  the  Faculty,  the 
branches  to  be  pursued  by  the  student. 

The  schools  at  present  organized  are  those  of  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  (pure 
and  applied)  English  Language  English  History  and  Literature,  Physics  and  Me- 
chanics (including  Astronomy),  General,  Industrial  and  Analytical  Chemistry,  French 
and  German. 

A  Diploma  is  given  in  each  school  when  the  course  taught  in  that  school  is  sat- 
isfactorily completed. 

The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Literature,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science 
and  Master  of  Arts  are  conferred  on  students  who  obtain  Diplomas  in  different  spe- 
cified  groups  of  schools.' 

The  instruction  is  thorough,  the  object  being  to  give  the  student  a  good 
knowledge  of  a  few  subjects,  rather  than  a  superficial  idea  of  many.  To  prevent 
idleness,  the  number  of  schools  attended  must  be  at  least  three;  to  prevent  super- 
ficial work,  it  is  better  that  the  number  should  not  be  greater  than  four. 

The  Fisk  Free  Library,  which  is  in  the  University  buildings  and  under  the 
management  of  its  Board  of  Administrators,  is  open  and  easily  accessible  to  stu- 
dents. The  library  is  well  supplied  with  standard  works,  comprising  in  all  about 
7,000  volumes,  and  all  the  best  Reviews,  Magazines  and  papers  are  regularly  re- 
ceived and  on  tile. 

When  the  Academical  Department  was  organized,  it  was  evident  to  the  Admin- 
istrators that  they  had  to  choose  betweeu  two  alternatives:  either  to  lower  the 
standard  of  the  Academical  Department,  or  to  organize  a  High  School  preparatory 
to  it.  They  have  chosen  the  latter  course,  and  this  High  School  has  been  in  suc- 
cessful operation  for  three  sessions.  In  it  boys  will  be  thoroughly  prepared  for  the 
classes  in  the  Academical  Department  proper. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  two  hundred  and  fifty  students  have  been  in 
attendance  on  the  courses  of  instruction  of  the  Academical  Department  and  High 
School. 

The  terms  are  $50  a  session  (8-i  months)  in  the  Academical  Department.,  and  $45 
in  the  High  School.  Board  in  approved  boarding  houses  and  private  families  can 
be  had  for  $20  per  month.
